Chemical Society, and tliree memibers of the Erevan Chesoical 
Society i/n Mendeleev* The comniiSDion has been appointed to 
draw plans for a soda faotoiry^to be located on the grounds 
of the chemical factory* It is proposed that the factory have 
an oufcptit of 10,000 tons of soda per annum. It is expected 
that the project will be ocmplete by May 1948 and that oon- 
struction of the new factory will begin in the sunaaer of 1948.

Til© Avtodortal Photory in Erevan is controlled by the Central 
Directorate for Aggregate Industries of the llinistry of the Motor 
Vehicle and Tractor Industries of the USSR and is, therefore, a 
factory of All-Union importance. The Avtodetal (Automobile Parts) 
Factory, also called Avtossapohast (Avtomobilnaya Zapasnaya Chaet~ 
Autemobile Spare Part), is an ^tirely new enterprise, built after 
the war. Partial production started at the beginning 1946. 

*Vork has been unsatisfactory and the State program was not fulfilled 
either in 1946 or in 1947. For instance, in Juno 1947, ’the fteiotory 
carried out only about 50f? of the plan; in July, about 45>a, The 
reasons for the non-fulfillnent ares 1) shortage of specialists, 
technicians, and engineers; and Z) shortage of the necessary 
equipment.
